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Attachment to Advisory Action 

After having carefully reviewed the proposed After Final amendment filed on 10/27/04, 
the amendment raises new issues requiring further consideration for the following reasons. 

In Claim 1, the new limitations of "one or more" (line 5), as this refers to the number of 
openings of the mask plate in the alternative, raises new issues because the mask can now have 
one, single opening along with the discharge port plate having only one, single discharge port 
with the alternative limitation of "one or mote discharge ports" (line 6). The alternative 
limitations above completely change the scope of the step of "closely contacting. . .side" (lines 5- 
7) and this requires further consideration by the examiner. 

With respect to the discharge port having "an area that increases" (lines 14-15) in a 
direction away from a source of the beams, these newly proposed limitations require further 
consideration by the examiner to the extent that this feature appears to be taught by the prior art. 
European Patent Publication, EP 0 309 146, referred to hereinafter as EP' 146, appears to be 
forming discharge ports 13 by simultaneously irradiating plural beams through a mask plate 12 
so that an area of the ports 13 increases in a direction away from the source of the beams 10 (see 
Figs. 1 and 2). 

Each of Claims 6 and 32 have been proposed to be amended with similar limitations as in 
Claim 1 and thus, new issues requiring further consideration are raised for the very same reasons 
above with Claim 1.
